Oflem to Rotum the Empty Puroo if 
Qlv eti a Reward of Pew Dollars 
By Loser. 


To lose 17,000 In a pocketbook in a 
railroad train 
and 
then, after 17 
yeaim, to receiv e a letter from the 
finder accusing him by implication of 
teaching a humble person bad habits, 
all of which was preliminary to an 
offer to return the empty pocketbook 
for sev eral dollars, is the experience 
of Henry Stedeker, v eteran member 
of the Metropolitan Turf association, 
says a New York dispatch. 
The cli­ 
max came only today, and Mr. Stede­ 
ker does not know whether to be more 
hurt than when he lost the money or 
offer the entire affair as an example 
of the most monumental “nerv e,” as 
he described it, in history. 
Mr. Stedeker has been a bookmaker 
In the big ring for many years, play­ 
ing that v ocation in the days of Je ­ 
rome park, and there the lliat act of 
the comedy or tragedy was enacted.

I look the imper and laid the 
pocketbook to my lap.

The first three specify that 
l^irton made an agreement to accept 
twenty-five hundred dollars to look 
after the interests of the S t Louis 
concern.

CJount number four charges that he 
received a twenty-five hundred dollar 
fee; and number five, an additional 
fee of five hundred dollars. 
Recenüy the United States supreme 
court reversed the case of Burton.who 
was convict * of unlawfully accepting 
fees from th d lla lto company, on the 
grounds, that the money he received 
was not paid, according to the evi­ 
dence, in S t Louis, and hence was 
without the jurisdiction of the S t 
Louis federal court. 
The new charges contained in me 
Indictment set forth that Burton r^ 
ceived three thousand dollars, and 
made agreements referred to in the 
counts one, two and three, while in 
S t Louis.

In the course of a few centuries of 
growth and development, the people 
of America have been cutting down 
trees, destroying forests and clearing 
the woodlands of our country. Much 
o t this was necessary, and yet there 
has been large destmctlon that could 
have been avoided. Then the lumber­ 
men and others have wantonly de­ 
stroyed great forests of finest trees 
for some temporary profits from the 
timber and lumber. Now the extent 
of our valuable forests has become

will no longer he any valuable timber 
lands, except where they are reserved 
and cared for by the nation or by the 
states. 
The approach of such a condition, 
and the need of groves and forests for 
commercial uses, and their effects on 
moisture supply and climate, 
have 
omsed many thoughtful men and wom­ 
en to consider and study the subject, 
and interest themselves in the plant­ 
ing of groves and orchards, and in the 
preservation and care of all our trees. 
We are now hei^ to manifest our 


pwple, and our orchards, groves and 
woodlands will soon grow in extent, 
value and beauty, and the trees will 
hen provide homes and shelter for 
myriads of beautiful birds, and they, 
n turn, will help to rid the fields, gar­ 
dens and orchards of the insect pests 
that now destroy the fruit and grain 
that should yield added millions of 
dollars to the wealth of the toilers and 
workers of our land. 
Here in this city we need knowledge 
and experience for the protection of 
the trees now growing, and many 
thousand new trees should be planted 
in lawns and gardens, 
and 
along 
streets, aveues and public roads. New 
varieties must be introduced, 
and 
greater care taken in the trimming

and protecting of the old and the new 
trees. 
In the county there should he mil­ 
lions of trees planted 
in orchards, 
groves, lawns and along the public and 
private roads, and all should receive 
systematic and timely care and atten­ 
tion. The results would astonish and 
delight us if proper interest were tak­ 
en in this work for a decade or two. 
If we will but keep up the interest 
manifested here today, if each and all 
of those now here will be true lovers 
and planters of trees, then we must 
be greatly helpful to the caues. and 
many beautiful 'orchards, groves and 
woodland tracts should owe their be­ 
ginnings to our efforts and influence.

Fighting her way through waters 
which filled the Ohio river from bank 
to bank, making the unusually placid 
stream a raging torrent, the steamer 
Greenland, from uincinnati, reached 
her dock in Pittsburg during the re­ 
cent flood, after having encountered 
the Ohio in its worst swollen condi­ 
tion, writes the Pittsburg correspond­ 
ent of the Philadelphia North Ameri­ 
can. 
Standing on the bridge when the 
steamer reached her dock was her 
commander, Captain Greene, and nev­ 
er for a moment while the boat was 
struggling for its very existence, and 
for the existence of its 142 passengers, 
did the Captain leave his post. 
When the hawsers held the vessel 
fast, and everybody was safe in port. 
Captain Greene 
temporarily turned 
the managerial lines over to First 
Mate Shaw, retired to the cabin, 
bugged a chubby, rosy-cheeked baby, 
drank a cup of tea and had a good cry. 
It was only natural that Captain 
Greene should take solace in tears 
after the trying ordeal, for Captain 
Greene,although one of the most ex­ 
pert pilots and experienced command­ 
ers on the Ohio river, is a woman. 
Proud she is, too, of the fact that 
she is the only licensed woman pilot 
in the United States, and the only wo­ 
man who has a commander’s license 
issued by the government, which gives 
her the right to take complete charge 
of a boat while making a trip, and 
also gives her the right to the honor­ 
ed title of captain. 
Down in a prettily furnished little 
parlor in 
the 
Greenland 
Captain 
Greene sat playing with her two child­ 
ren after the trying trip, no more like 
the commander of the vessel than any 
other home-loving, motherly woman. 
And she is home-loving and moth­ 
erly, for her home is on the boat, 
and with her are her two youngest 
children, her eldest, aged 6, being at 
school. 
Captain Greene has yet to see her 
thirty-fifth year. 
“I suppose it 
seems 
strange to 
some people, to imagine a woman as 
commander 01 a steamboat,” she said, 
“but still it is not so remarkable, after 
all- Why am I a river captain? Be­ 
cause at first I learned the business 
that I might he of assistance to my 
husband when we did not have as 
much as we have now, and, second, 
because it is a source of great pleasure 
to me. 
“When I married my husband he 
was a part owner of a little boat, was 
her commander and her pilot In those 
days the commander took his regular 
‘watch* at the wheel, and so, as I al­ 
ways accompanied my husband on his 
trips, much of my time was spent in 
the pilot bouse. 
“It was under him that I learned 
the river—the Ohio from Pittsburg to 
Cairo and the Mississippi from Cairo 
to St Louis. With my husband in the 
pilot house, I steered the boats for 
hours at a time until I was perfectly 
conversant with every part of the du­ 
ties of a pilot, as well as those of a 
commander. 
“With the thought in mind that 
some day my husband might be Hit 
and I would be compelled to pilot the 
boat myself, I underwent and passed 
the examination for a pilot’s license 
in 1895, and a year later I was granted 
a commander’s 
commisslcm by the 
United States government 
“My first rmi command was of the 
stumer Argand, which my husband 
and myself had purchased. We used 
her in the passenger trade, running 
from Chari« 8ton, W. Va., to Cincin­ 
nati, and also to Pittsburg. A year 
ngn I took command of the Grö nland, 
which we also own, wid have bad 
charge of her ever since. She is one 
of the largest and staunchest hoats In 
the trade.” 
Captain Mary Greene Islhot compell­ 
ed to w m her livelihood by her work 
on the river, for her husband. Captain 
Gordon C. Greene, 1» one of the most 
prosperous of the Ohio rivermen. He# 
together with his wife and several 
others, own and operates nine hoats 
on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 
Mrs. Greene (for she prefers that 
title rather than captain) was former­ 
ly Miss Mary Becker, of Marietta, 
Ohio. . 
Her duties aboard the Greenland 
are Just the same as those of any other 
commanding officer of a boaL She 
personally

Jefferson City , Mo., April 12.—Qov- 
emor Joseph W. Folk y esterday sign­ 
ed seven more hills, as follows: 
House b ill No. 341, which amends 
section 5835, article 4, chapter 91, Re­ 
vised statutes, 
b y 
giving to city 
councils tue right to regulate, b y of- 
dlnance, the minimum rates for steam 
heat furnished b y persons or corpora­ 
tions under a franchise granted b y 
such cities ; to prohib it and suppress 
houses of prostitution and other disor­ 
derly houses, gamb ling houses, and 
all kinds of pub lic indecencies; to reg­ 
ulate the keeping and discharge of 
fireworks and dangerous comb ustib le 
materials in the streets, and other 
kindred matters. 
Committee sub stitute for house b ills 
Nob. 70 and 347. This is the ojmpul- 
•ory -education b ill. It compels every 
child b etween 6 
and 
14 to attend 
school, and also provides for truant 
or parental schools and for “attend­ 
ance officers” in cities of 10,000 popu­ 
lation or more. The act also prohib its 
the employ ment of children during 
school hours. 
This is sub stantially the same b ill 
that was vetoed b y Governor Dockery . 
House b ill No. 330, repealing certain 
sections of the statute relating to as­ 
sessments, governing 
cities 
of the 
second class, and enacting new sec­ 
tions in lieu thereof. 
The changes 
made in the law are merely as to the 
dates of assessors’ notices and chang­ 
ing the date of the delivery of tax 
lists, making each date thirty day s 
earlier. 
House b ill No. 282, changing the 
time of holding court in the Eigh­ 
teenth Judicial circuit 
House b ill No. 642, affecting fees of 
circuit and criminal court clerks; in­ 
creases salary of clerks in citl^ of 
over 306,000 inhab itants from 13,500 
to 15,000 p^r 
y ear 
and increases 
amount for deputy hire from $8,000 
to $12,0000. 
Senate b ill No. 240. providing for the 
pub lication and distrib ution of the 
Missouri ManuaL 
S &mte b lU No. 137, providing for 
places of detention for delinguent or 
dependent children in counties hav­ 
ing 150,000 inhab itants or more. This 
Is a corollary of the Juvenile-court 
b ü l.
